The New York Central report for 
the year ending Sep. 30, 1879, shows 
what immense proportions a rail- 
road’s business can attain. The road 
is 740 miles long, with 515 miles of 
double track, and with sidings 
enough to make 2511 miles. It has 
594 engines, 620 passenger and bag- 
gage cars, and 16,500 freight cars. The 
cost of the whole road to date is 6100, 
778,466 74. During the year the pas- 
senger mileage foots up 290,953,000, 
and freight, 2,290 827 387. The 
road earned $28,396,583, and its ex- 
penses, including interest, taxes, rents, 
etc., were $24,257,055 60.

They stand ona point 
ot land whieh hides the town from 
any distant view. The old state capitol 
is a solid looking brick building in the 
forgenynnd.

The train moves on to the boat, epi 
gine and all,and she crosses thie stream 
in just eight minutes. Everything in 
and about her seems to be working 
wel!

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DO FISH HEAR?

Prof. E. D. Cope, a well 2 
urulist, has in a recent number of 
Forest aud Stream, contradicted Seth 
Green's assertion that fish cannot hear. 
Prof. Cope says that at the base of 
every scale of a fish there is a nerve 
which communicates with an internal 
ear in the fish's head. Any vibration 
in the water is communicated to the 
scalé nerves of the fish and by them 
passed on to the internal ear. Thus a 
fish with scales can hear. But how if 
it has no scales? Prof. Cope does not 
say in what way the scaleless fish hear. 
Perhaps the scaleless fish are deaf. 

It is interesting, however, to know 
that at least, some fish have an internal 
ear. But even should that be estab- 
lished, it would be somewhat difficult 
to refer in ordinary phraseology toa fish 
that was using its ear. One could hard. 
ly speuk of a fish as being in a listen- 
ing attitude, or say that it “inclined 
its ear,”“pricked up its ear,” “or turned 
a deaf ear.” Still less would it do to 
say that u fist: “got up on its ear.”

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Its Resources—Buasiness of the Past 
Year—Prospects for the Future. 


From our own Correspondent. 

The resources of Wadsworth consist 
of railroad expenditures, its freighting 
business, mining connections, fish 
trade, stock raising and agricultural 
products. The revenue from all these 
resources is much more than the pub- 
lic generally would suppoce, especially 
since all business here is so quietly 
carried on, and seemingly shared by 
few business men. Yet there is scarce- 
ly a town in the state so regular in its 
business, and which offects for its size 
so considerable an area of territory. 


THE C. F. R. R. CO. HAVE A LALGE 


property here, and pay much 
money to their many employees 
at this place and to those who make 
this more or less their headquarters. 
This moncy is for the most part spent 


in Wadsworth, thus ensuring a steady 
revenue to all business in this town. 
The freighting is done principally be- 
tween Wadswort’ and the mines south 
and southeast of here. There are now 
some sixteen or eighteen teams mak 
ing regular trips to and from Wads- 
worth and the points of supply south. 
This of itself adds most materially to 
the town's revenue, and in very many 
respects helps every business. 


THE "WTHES NEAR BELLVILLE, 


Downeyville, lone, Ellsworth, Mariet- 
ta, Grantsville and several other points 
of lesser notoriety, all have their sup- 
plies freighted from Wadsworth. More 


of them ship their bullion to our town 
for reshipment. Of these mines the 
Northern Belle last month turned out 
over $92,000 in bullion and the Alex- 
ander mine, at Grantsville, has sent to 
Wadsworth since Oct. Ist over 6100, 
000. The San Francisco mine, near 
Ellsworth, has already shipped several 
thousand dollars via Wedoworth to 
San Franeisco. The mines at Downey- 
ville and Lodi are doing but little. 
They have not been under the best 
management, but will probably pass 
into other hands, when they will re- 
port “favorably.” New hoisting 
works are now in shipment for the 
Monte Diablo mine, near Bellville. A 
large number of very promising claims 
have been located, and on old claims 
work has been resumed in all the 
above districts. Never in the history 
of this southern section have the min- 
ing prospects been so good. There is 
quite a revenue derived from scveral 
salt marshes south, but nearer Wads- 
worth than the above mines. During 
the past three months there have been 
hauled to Wadsworth and shipped 
therefrom, 287,653 pounds of crude 
borax, anc $24,846 pounds of crude 
soda, 


THE FISH TRADE

son over 100 tons of trout are cauglit

Improvements--Fish and Game-- 
Where the American Eagle Makes 
Mu Best 
From our own Cerrespondent. 

More goods are sold here than in 
any town in northern California. Al- 
though the population is only estima- 
ted at about 750 souls, over $400,000 
in merchandise are sold here annualy. 
There ard five drygoods stores and gro- 
cery and hardware aud grocery, 
four saloons, three hotels and boarding 
houses, two blacksmith and wagon 
shops, one paint shop, two printing 
and newspaper offices, two barber 


shops, five wash houses, three Chinese 
and two white, one telegraph line, 
connecting at Taylorville with the 
Western lines, three lines of stages, 
daily und weekly. 

The northern country is almost 
wholly dependent on us for goods, 
and would be entirely so, if our county 
Fathers would build a few miles of 
roadl between here and Willow Creek 
Valley. Thousands of sheep are driv- 
en upfrom the lower country to feed 
on our exhaustless ranges through the 
summer to fatten, and then are deliv- 
ered back again in the fall. 

Large numbers of sage brush farms 


the sawmills have been busy sawing 
fencing which is hauled away almost 

as fast as suwed. Winter grain did 
well as far as tricd on the new lands. 
This was a) unusually dry season, 
however, ten bushels per acre were 
raised on dry sage land. 

Should the Lassen county land and 
Flume company push the work started 
to tap Eagle Lake, Honey Lake valley 
will be the finest farming valley in 
state, The fruit crop awasa failure this 
year, not ever 5000 pounds being rais 
edin the valley, where in former years 
over 100,000 have been shipped out of 
the county. 

Eagle Lake, lying about ten ‘miles: 
north of here, is a» une a body of water 
as there is in the State, being about 60 
miles in circumference and in form 
like an eagle with wings extended, 
from which and the great number of 
eagles around there, the lake derived 
its name. Game of all kinds is abun- 
dant, while the water is thick with 
very fine fish, among which are sal- 
mon trout, mullet of three different 
kinds, and a native white-fish. Com-

In- 
dians rendered it dangerous in the ex- 
treme for 4 small settlement, and the 
winters were very severe for those who 
were not prepared for a four months’ 
seclusion fnom the outside world. 
But by dint of hard labor in building 
huts, with precautionary measures 
Against savage attacks, they lived 
through their first winter, and, by the’ 
following summer, others hearing of 
their rich. agricultural discovery, 
came and commenced building, fen- 
cing, and tilling the soil, and by the 
second winter quite a settlement had 


spring vp. At this time the govern- 
ment outpost, at the northern end of the 
valley, was a liberal and high-priced 
consumer of all products raised in the 
valley; but as the population increas- 
ed and all the available soil was turned 
to account, Uncle. Sam's boys could 
not afford a market for the overplus 
. “a uce was_raised, and as a

THREE GREAT BASINS 


extend through Modoc county, one

Surprise Valley supports 
three towns of moderate size.—Cedar- 
ville, Lake City and Fort Bidwell. 
Cedarville is in the central portion of 
the valley and although of small size, 
is by no means deficient in a business 
int of view. Lake City “has seen 
its day,” although quite a town still 
remains. It is nine miles north of 
Cedarvme. Sixteen miles further on, | 
at the head of the valley 
is situated Fort Bidwell. 
It tedifficult to distinguish between 
the Amount of business done in Bid- 
woll and that of Cedarville, as their 
interests are mutual and they have 
about an equal pariion of the popula- 
tion fom which to draw patronage. 
The population of Surprise Valley 
will approximate 3000. It is sixty-
